OPEN HEARING ON ADDITIONAL AID FOR CAMBODIA (WP). 
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ON ABC/TV "ISSUES AND ANSWERS" SUNDAY, SECDEF CRITICIZED 
"DISASTROUS" TENDENCY IN US TO SHOW DISAPPROVAL 
OF WORLD EVENTS BY "CUTTING OURSELVES OFF." SAID CAMBODIA 
"ABSOLUTELY" WILL FALL WITHOUT MORE MIL AID (WSJ; WP). 

NYT'S GELB REPORTS SCHLESINGER THAT LOSS OF CAMBODIA

YOUNG IN NYT SEES NO MIDDLE IN VN POLITICS; DESCRIBES 
NATIONALISM IN SVN, BELIEVES WE MUST SUPPORT GVN AS 
"MORAL IMPERATIVE" (EXCERPTED IN FEB 24 USIA WIRELESS 
FILE). 

EVANS/NOVAK (WP; GLOBE) STATE CANCELLATION OF 
CONGRESSIONAL MISSION TO SVN RESULTED LESS FROM 
LEGISLATIVE SCHEDULES THAN FROM "OVERWHELMING UNCONCERN" 
ON HILL WITH FATE OF INDOCHINA. NOTE INFLUENTIAL 
CONGRESSMEN BEGGED OFF, AND THOSE WHO ACCEPTED ARE

BY ENEMIES, BUT BY FRIENDS SUCH AS MANSFIELD AND NYT. 

US HAS LURCHED INTO ISOLATIONIST SCRUPULOSITY ON INDO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHINA, SO NEITHER SECSTATE NOR PRES CAN COMMIT HIMSELF TO 
DELIVERY OF ANYTHING. QUOTES AMB MARTIN LAST JUNE THAT 
SMOKE CLEARING AT LAST; IN CAMBODIA, STATES CHINESE ABOUT 
READY TO NEGOTIATE 2 YRS AGO BUT BOMBING STOPPED. DESCRIBES 
SITUATION IN VN NOW AS BAD AND IN CAMBODIA WORSE, WITH 
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CHINESE FEELING CONTEMPT FOR SUPERPOWER THAT CANNOT KEEP 
ITS WORD. REMINDS THAT CHINESE INTEREST IN US IS AS SUPER- 
POWER CAPABLE OF OFFSETTING USSR. NOTES MAO HASN'T LONG 
TO GO, BUT HE MIGHT LIVE TO SEE COLLAPSE OF EFFECTIVE WEST 
ERN ALLIANCE AND "EUNUCHIZING OF AMERICA." 

8. CHINA 

TORONTO GLOBE & MAIL'S BURNS, IN PEKING, OBSERVES THAT 
CHINESE, IN THEIR DEALINGS WITH FOREIGNERS, HAVE DEVELOPED 
CIRCUMLOCUTION, EQUIVOCATION, AND EVASION TO HIGH ART. 
SIMPLY CANNOT BRING THEMSELVES TO SAY NO, SO ADOPT 
ANY FORMULATION, HOWEVER CONTORTED OR TRANSPARENT, 

SOONER THAN BLUNTNESS OF OUTRIGHT REFUSAL. DIPLOMATS 
AND IOURNALISTS MAKING SIGHTSEEING AND TRAVEL REQUESTS 
ARE PARTICULAR SUBIECTS OF THIS PARRYING. CHINESE 
TAKE VIEW THAT PEOPLE WHO PRESS DEMANDS, AFTER FIRST

THREATS OF RETURN TO JAIL AND SPEAK PUBLICLY OF "FRAUD,
